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Superintendent of Free De- 


livery System Accused 


of Taking Bribes 


HAS RECEIVED LARGE SUM 


Took $22,000 from Contrac- 


tors—Other Arrests are to 


Follow Soon, 


.Washington, May 
27.—A. W. 


Machen, superintendent of the free 
delivery service, who was relieved 
from duty some time ago, was ar- 
rested today at the instigation of the 
postoffice department, charged with 
receiving bribes from 
contractors. 


These bribes are supposed to aggre- 
gate $20,000. 


Fourth Assistant Postmaster Gen- 


eral Bristow this afternoon issued the 
following statement: 


"Mr. A. W. Machen, general super- 


intendent of the free delivery sys- 
tem, was arrested at 1 o'clock today. 
He is-charged with receiving bribes 
amounting in .all to about ^22,000 
in connection with a contract held 
by GrofE Brothers, of Washington, 


that their client had been guilty ot 
no wrong-doing in connection with 
the Groff contracts but en the con- 
trary that Mr. Machen's administra- 
tion of the free delivery service had 
been upright and able. 


MACHEN IS DISMISSED. 


Postmaster General Payne has dis- 


missed Mr. Machen in the following 
order: 


"A. A. Machen is this day removed 


from the position of general superin- 
tendent of the free delivery service. 
His removal is made by reason of 
malfeasance on his part in the dis- 
charge of the duties of his office." 


The specific evidence in the posses- 


sion of the department covers four 
years, but it is alleged by the author- 
ities that the relations between Ma- 
chen and the Groff concern have ex- 
isted for nine or ten years. No 
charges formed a basis for the inves- 
tigation of the contract. The discov- 
eries were made by Postofflce Inspec- 
tor Mayer in the course of the gen- 
eral investigation of the 
affairs of 


the division over which Machen has 
had charge for many years past.

and only one person, Marshall Brown, 
a guard, was killed in the battle. 


Several received minor 
injuries. 


Brown was shot through the stomaco, 
tho bullet being from a Winchester 
and he lived but a short time. 


More than one hundred shots wers 


fired before the strikers retreated. 
'More trouble is anticipated to-day. 


Building Set on Fire in Three

Shortly after noon today a barn in 


the rear of the residence of Marshal 
Comincavish, of 150 Spy Kun avt- 
nue, was struck by lightning and set 
on fire in three places, and the build- 
ing was saved only after a hard fight 
by Mr. Comincavish and three of his 
neighbors.
